fident of their ability to turn the 
lables upon the Austro-Germans. 

“All the British troops on the Ital- 
ian front were able to withdraw with 
the Itallan main body, a majority of 
them in safety, 

‘Only six or seven British Red 
Cross ambulances were taken by the 
enemy, but eight were abandoned in 
& disabled condition, Two units and 
also twelve nifrses of the second and 
third units, as well as twelve nurses 
of the first unit have not yet reached 
the concentration posts, but it is be- 
lieved they have been delayed owing 
to the difficulties of transit.” 

Premier's Message 

ROME, Oct. 31,—Professor Vitto- 
rio E, Orlando, the new Italian  pre- 
mier, has sent the following telegram 
to General Cadorna, commander-in- 
chief of the Italian army: 

“Fully realizing the formidable re- 
sponsibility that I am assuming at the 
present tnoment, when i: take up the 
direction of the Italian government, 
my first thought is to assure your ex- 
céllency that the Italian people sup- 
ports your intrepidity in your terrible 
trial, and that not for one instant has 
fis faith in the army and in its chief 
been shaken. To those whom I ac- 
claimed in the hour of victory, to 
those still more closely does the na- 
tion feel itself bound in the hour of 
adversity 

“The immense effort of the adver- 
sary, who has gathered and hurled 
agaonstus the accumulation o: hate 
and strength, if it has succeeded in 
bursting in upon a dear and glorious 
fragment of our country, it has not 
curbed our spirit nor broken up the 
inner strength of the country.

120,000 Prisoners 

LONDON, Oct. 31.—Virtually 100,-

Hungarian armies in their eight days’ 
drive from the Isonzo and Carnic 
Alps fronts of the Austro-Italian war 
thealie.

While the Canadians were battling their way forward here in the 
face of fierce resistance from the Bavarians, comrades on their left | 
were hammering their way along the Meetcheele or Bellevue Spur to | 
points which seem to have carried them well beyond the hamlet of 
Meetcheele, and the numerous machine guns with which that eleva- 
tion was covered. There was sanguinary fighting in both sections. 
The German losses were heavy and the men from overseas did not

GERMAN SOLDIERS’ MUTINY, 


Amsterdam, Oct. %1— According to 
Les Nouvelles, & serious mutiny has 
occurred among German soldiers at 
the Beverloo camp in Belgium. The 
men, it is stated, refused to go to the 
front and damaged their own rifles in 
some cases, While others fired on their
